But when the victim fell, hie cigar 


oaie flew from his breast pocket, and 
oogedinthe snow half under a small 
dead sappling, whose branches were 
spread over the ground. The murderer 
overlooked this silent witness and it was 
ound by the detectives. On it was the 
ame "F. O. Benwell." Following up 
his dew.lhe officers arrested Burchall >t 
Niagara Falls, Oat, where he lud his 
reliBinsry examination, and was for. 


mally indicted for murder in the Ont de- 
gree. The work of the detectives devel- 
oped the following chain of evidence, 
which was used against Burchall at the 
trial: 


On the 0lh day of February hut, Bon- 
Inald Bnrehall and bis wife, aosompan- 
ed by DougUss B. Felly art Frederick 
O. BenweU, sailed from Liverpool for 
Yew York. Doling the voyage Burchall 
and his wife told the young man in glow- 
Ing terms of their stock farm in Canto*, 
Ighted by electricity, where the two 
oung men were to be taken as ' -student 
men," and taught to till the soil. 
Benwell had £170 pounds with him, and 
Pelly had about the same. They, wen 
togivemostof this to Bnroh.il for the 
uition. The party of four arrived at 
lew York and remained two days, and 
aen went to Buffalo. 
Early on the morning of-Febunry 
7th, the party went to Niagara Falls, 
Out., BurchsU and BenweU going early 
and Mrs. BurohaU and Felly by a latter 
train. When the two latter arrived 
then Barohall and BenweU could not be 
found, Wt Ute that night Burchall ap- 
peared alone. .Ho explained that Ben- 
well went to the agenta stock to look at 


farm and. expected to be gone several 
aye. PeUy-beoame suspicious and the 
agents atook not materializing, more so. 
When Benwell'a body was found and 
BurohaU was arrested. Felly and Mrs. 
Bnrehall wen also taken into custody, 
Felly told his atory and it did much to 
unravel the mystery. He was discharged 
as was Mrs. Banhall subsequently, no 
proof being obtainable against them.

VILLAGE BURNING! 


rhrce HutdreA UOBBCB Already We- 


•trered— Terrible Explosion at 


Cleveland. 


ST. GALL, Switzerland, Sept. 22.—

teen loot. Tho uu fortunate victims of 
he fire are left in the most abject desti- 
tution. 


CiBVEijASD, Sept 22. — Sparks from a 


Cleveland and Pitfabnrg locomotivo set 
lie store of the Excelsior Oil company, 
ooated near tho jnnctioa of Bessemer 
and Atlantlo streets, on fire this morn- 
ng and the flames immediately spread 
o the tanks and store houses in the im- 
mediate vicinity. Three tank cars, 
•tanking ^ the track near the house, in 
whioh refined oil was stored, exploded 
with terrifio force, throwing pieces of 
iron weighing from 300 to 1,000 pounds 
down the hillside over 600 feet. A num- 
ber of employes of tho oil company were 
caught tinder a slieot of fiamo while dig- 
ging ditches around the big tanks that 
were filled with oil and six of them were 
pretty badly burned. The loss will 
amount to $76,000; insurance $35,000. 


Tfior, N. Y.. Sept. 22.— A fire whioh 


caused the Ion of the lifo of a young 
boy and the injury of several persons, 
started at 10:15 o'clock lost night at 
Straits SycawayVilL \Hoosic street, 
about a mile beyond tho "eastern city 
limits. The hoose was burned to a 
complete mas of ruins, as no water wad 
at hand to stay the progress of tho 
flames. The fire is supposed to have 
caught from a heater. The boy burned 
was Ralph Manchester, tho bright ten- 
year-old 0on of Mr. and lira. Geo. N. 
Manoheator. 


Those in the house at the time of the 


fire were Pat Henley and his wife, Ann; 
Mr. and Mrs. Manchester and SOD, 
Ralph; Mrs. Wing, sister of Smith and 
Thomas Stait; Mrs. Rosa Waterbury, 
•100 a sister, and her daughter, Esther, 
and Mrs. Hiram Strait, mother of 
Smith and Thomas Strait; also two 
house servants. Mr. Manchester jump- 
ed from a second story window aud was 
badly braised. His faoe, hands and 
arms ware burned until the flesh drop- 
ped off and his wife received a severe 
nervous shook. Sho mode efforts to 
rescue her son, but he rati back crazod 
with fright and was Dover seen again. 
Mra. Wing was taken out on a ladder by 
some of the men employed about tho 
place. Hanloy and bis wife mnde their 
exit from tho roof and sho was severely 
njured internally by the fall.
